Michigan. — Month of .July, 1908. There were 2,655 deaths returned 
to the department of state as having occurred during the month of 
■July, which corresponds to an annual death rate of 12.1 per 1,000 
estimated population. There was an increase of 140 over June, and 
an increase of 64 over the number returned for the corresponding 
month of 1907. 

Important causes of death were as follows: Pulmonary tuberculosis, 
190; other forms of tuberculosis, 26; enteric fever, 38; diphtheria and 
croup, 17; scarlet fever, 7; measles, 8; whooping cough, 23.

fever 1, whooping cough 3, scarlet fever 3, smallpox 1, and 11 from 
tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 61, enteric fever 39, measles 36, scar- 
let fever 50, smallpox 19, whooping cough 176, and tuberculosis 15 
(incomplete). 

Washington — Seattle. — Month of July, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 276,562. Total number of deaths, 146, including diphtheria 3, 
enteric fever 2, and 14 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 39, 
measles 7, enteric fever 25, scarlet fever 32, and smallpox 16.
